I.arge num hers of boll weevils 
can be expected within cotton 
fields the next two to three 
weeks, according to Kirby 
Clayton, County 
Extension 
A gricultural 
Agent. 
Many 
larvae and grubs can now be 
found in squares and small bolls 
on the ground 
beneath 
the 
cotton plant. These larvae and 
grub should develop into adult 
boll weevils by the last week in 
August or the first week in 
September. Increased square 
damage will he evident at about

Immorality 
is no more encouraged, said one 
court, bv .I woman behind the 
bar than by waitresses out front 
serving cocktails.

As for keeping the peace, an 
othei^court had this comment: 
“ The saloon days of the Wild 
West are long gone. Nowadays 
the typical bar does not provide 
a setting for violence and danger, 
if in fact it ever did.”

of 
mixing drinks as men." 
I ess innocuous activities, how ­ 
ever, may still be subject to re­ 
straint 
Another case involved a 
city ordinance forbidding the use 
of “ B girls” 
women hired bv 
»he management to solicit drinks 
from male customers. A tavern 
owner claimed that his women 
employees were being deprived 
of their freedom of speech and 
assemblv. 
“Their freedom of speech,” he 
reasoned, “ includes the right to 
talk to customers and their free­ 
dom 
of assembly 
includes 
the 
right to mingle with customers.” 
But a court said the rights of 
speech and assembly, while guar­ 
anteed in general by the Consti­ 
tution, may be limited in spe­ 
cific situations for specific rea­ 
sons. Noting the citv’s power to 
discourage 
drinking, 
the court 
said: 
“ lf the regulation curtails free­ 
dom in some slight degree, the 
limitation is not unconstitutional. 
I Lese rights are not absolute.”

the same time 
A good fruit load is being set 
on cotton plants in most fields, 
but most of the square and 
small bolls are still susceptible 
to boll weevil damage, and 
effective control of the boll 
weevils can greatly affect the 
amount of cotton produced this 
year 


The cotton crop in the county 
is a little later this year due to 
the planting dates and weather 
conditions; this makes the crop 
even more susceptible to boll 
weevil attack 


Producers should begin in­ 
specting their fields weekly to 
determ ine when 
dam aging 
population levels of boll weevils 
or bollworms are present. 
Control measures should be 
applied when 15 to 25 percent of 
the squares are damaged by 
bollweevils or 8 to IO percent of 
the squares and small bolls are 
damaged by boll worms 


Besides insect populations, 
producers should also evaluate 
population of beneficials which 
feed on bollworms maturity of 
the bolls and the yield potential 
It is too late to try to set a cotton 
crop this year if a good fruit 
load is not present in the field at 
this time. 
Once control measures are 
started for 
boll 
weevils or 
bollworms, at least four or five 
applications will be required to 
mature the crop and keep boll 
weevil pressure down. When 
bollworms are causing ex­ 
cessive damage, five or more 
applications will probably be 
required at five to seven day 
intervals to keep this pest under 
control until bolls get hard or 
cold weather slows pest ac* 
tivity. 
If difficulty is encountered in 
obtaining control of bollworms, 
the application interval should 
be cut to three days.

lawmakers is moving ahead

Tile planners have voted to 
spend $33,938 on new chairs and 
desks to place in the House of 
R e p re s e n ta tiv e s c h a m b e r 
during the convention. Chairs, 
costing $165 apiece, will be 
replicas of those used by 
delegates to the 1876 con­ 
stitutional convention.
